TWENTIETH DAY OF THE SLICKENS 
C '.SB IN COURT. 


Interesting: Testimony of Dr. G G. Tyrrell, 
A. S. Greenlaw and other Witnesses 
—The Prosecution Closes. 


The Blickena case—The People of the State 
of California vs. the Gold Run Ditch and 
Mining Company—was resumed Saturday at 
9:30 A. m., in Department Two of the Superior 
Court, Hon. Jackson Temple presiding. 
T. G. Robinson swore—(to Mr. CadwaU- 
der)—I proceeded to the Cold Run mine at 
your request and procured these samples 
marked Robinson No. 1 and Robinson No. 2. 
No. 1 is taken from the red soil and No. 2 
is from the bank just below the soil, perhaps 
twenty-five feet frSm the surface. These 
samples are from the upper or surface work­ 
ings. 
G. A. Allardt recalled (to Mr. Hart)— 
The following works are considered authority 
on hydraulics: Weisbach’a “ Mechanics,” 
Lowell’s “ Hydraulics,” Rankin’s “ Engin­ 
eering,” LeConte’s “ Geology,” D’Aubis- 
son’s “ Hydraulics,” Humphrey and Abbott, 
Neville’s “ Hydraulics,” Boxe’s “ Hydraulic 
Tables,” Trautwine’s “ Civil Engineering,” 
Toncelet’s “ f^ydraulies ” and Hszen ‘on 
“ Rivers.” 
Cross-examination (to W. C. Belcher)— 
[Witness was subjected to a very close ex- 
aminatiou as to the subjects treated by each 
of the authorities named.] 
DR G. G. TVRRELL 
Sworn (to Mr. Cadwalader)—When malaria 
affects the system it affects it generally. 
Typhoid fever is a filth disease, and produced 
mostly by impure sewage. The force of this 
fever generally is expended on the bowels. It 
is not contagions^ but is infectious. Sat­ 
urating the soil has the effect of bringing to 
the surface poisonous matter. As tho river 
rises the water rises ia the city and raises up 
the water in the privies and cesspools, and as 
tho river falls the water ia these pools de­ 
clines and leaves on the surface much poisonous 
matter. The nearer sipage water gets to tho 
surface tho more the danger of an epidemic 
from that source. I know of several occa­ 
sions when the entire eewage in tho lower 
part of the city has beoa obstructed for a 
considerable length of time. The number of 
deaths from typhoid fever was greater in 
years when sewage was interrupted. When 
the fluid sewage is held back it increases the 
area of disease germs. The making of cess­ 
pools has become a necessity, in order to get 
rid of sewer gas. This has the effect of sat­ 
urating the soil with excrementatious matter, 
and increases liability of epidemics. 
WELL WATER 
Within the city limits cannot be drank with 
any degree of safety. The soil being so gen­ 
erally saturated with deleterious substances 
the water would in all likelihood contain 
poison. The Health Officer has general charge 
of the sewers, cesspools, etc., and sees that 
they are properly cleaned and proper disin­ 
fectants used. The deposit of debris on the 
surface of the land has a malarial effect. The 
large deirasit of debris and sliekens between 
the north levee and tbe American river has 
had the effect of producing ague in the north­ 
ern portion of the city. Nearly every house 
on C street has had a case of ogue, and some­ 
timos whole families have been down with it 
at the same time. This is owirg to the mala­ 
ria and miasma that comes over the levee 
from_ the extensive debris deposits in that 
locality. It has had the effect to almost de­ 
populate that pait of the city. 
Cioss-examinaiion (oy W. C. Belcher)—I 
have never given particular attention to tho 
formation of the soil upon which this city is 
built. AH tho^ d.ainage from tho banks of 
the American river was originally southward 
1 think the sipage comes through the natural 
banks or subsoil. The levees are built of dif­ 
ferent material from that composing the 
banks. I judge of t ie nature of th : material 
composing the river banks from that which I 
find by digging c sspools in my hr*. When 
the river is vary h-.w yon can dig a cesspool 
to considerable depth. Formerly you could 
attain a depth of fourteen feet; now hut. six 
or seven. I do not know the grade of tin 
sewerage pipes or of the sewera « canal. 
The sewerage canal is open from It street 
southward. I am not familiar with the canal 
beyond 
beach’s la k e. 
This lake empties into Snodiiraas slough 
and that slough into the Moquelumne river. 
In early days we had a good sipage drainage. 
In those days sipage was a binefit. Tho 
land to the eastward of the drainage canal 
is higher than the land on the western side. 
Considerable water would flow into this canal 
below the river. The canal below tho ei‘7 
has a southeasterly direction. I never have 
known the canal or sewera to be obstructed 
by a sudden and prolonged rain. The sipage 
water percolates from the river and raises the 
ground water within the city near tho sur­ 
face. I know that the water rises and falls 
within the city with the rise and fail in the 
river. I do not know of the air.ouctof water 
pumped annually from the Sacramento river 
for domestic purposes. It is the Health Offi­ 
cer’s duty to see that all foul clos-ts ami sew­ 
ers are properly cleansed. I don’t think you 
can find many foul places of this character 
within the city at this time. The people for 
many years have used only water from the 
river for domestic purposes. I hove read 
from the best authorities in the world regard­ 
ing typhoid fever. Their conclusion is that 
it is produced by a specific germ, that comes 
from excrement, and in no other way. The 
germ of the disease deposited in the stream 
above Sacramento, at any of the towns on its 
banks or tributaries, if pumped iLto our city, 
would produce disease. The north portion of 
th» city, near the north levee, is almost unin­ 
habitable, caiued by the 
MALARIA PRODUCED BV THE DEBRIS 
Deposit north of the levee. I stated yester­ 
day that sand, when it contained vegetable 
matter, produced malario. Ever since I 
have lived here I have noticed that ague was 
more prevalent in the northern part than any 
other portion of the city. Patent ventilators 
extend above the housetops, and allows the 
fool air and gases to escape. It is a fact that 
closets put in residences often get out of repair 
and are deleterious to the health. Where 
closets of that kind are properly trapped, and 
sufficiently ventilated,no evilsarisefrom them. 
As the population increases the number of 
sewers and cesspools are necessarily in­ 
creased, When I first came here there w»b 
a great many people living outside the city 
limits. There are a great many people of 
this city living beyond Thirteenth street. I 
know uothiog of deleterious effects being 
produced on the health of the city by the 
woolen mills. I have never heard of their ex­ 
istence. Diseased germs are held by waterjin 
suspension. These germs, when deposited on 
the surface, become dry, form into dust, raise 
in the atmosphere, and disease can be con­ 
tracted from breathing or inhaling these float­ 
ing germs. 
Redirect examination (to Mr. Cadwal- 
ader)—The filling up of the Sacramento river 
bed below the city has a tendency to raise the 
elevation of the water in the lower portion of 
the drainage canal. 
BURNS SLOUGH 
Is in the eastern portion of the city. Sut­ 
ter’s Fort stands on the eastern bank of that 
Blough. The Sscramento river was the nat­ 
ural source of drainage for the city of Sacra­ 
mento before its channel became filled up. 
Recross-examination (to W. C. Belcher)—I 
never have made any surveys of late in the 
city and compared them with the river level. 
I mean to say that if the liver to-day had the 
depth cf its original channel it would drain 
off tc a great extent the surface and sipage 
water. This would be its natural escape. 
[Here witness described the location of Burns 
slough.] 
A. S. GREENLAW 
Recalled (to Mr. Hart)—I have examined 
the river. During the late rain the water in 
the American river has raised four feet. I 
made an examination in August last of a 
saud’car opposite Tenth street, in the Ameri­ 
can river. I measured the length and found 
it was 140 steps, and contained 100,000 cubic 
yards. I measured three others in the Amer­ 
ican river near this Doint and found they 
contained about 300,000 cubic yarda, I vis­ 
ited the bar on last Monday and found the 
river was rising and the current was running 
swifter. I set marks along its margin, and 
took frequent observations of the amount and 
rapidity of the washing away. I measured 
the depth of water by a pole. Sinee the wa­ 
ter commenced rising I find that 200,000 
cubic yards had washed out. 
Afternoon Session. 
A, S. Greenlaw resumed the stand (to 


Mr, Hart)—The rand from those bars was 
washed into the Sacramento river. One bar 
washed away entirely. 
Cross-examination—I ascertained that the 
sand was washed into the Sacramento river 
by making soundings along the bank with a 
pole. I also judged by the velocity of the 
current. I did not sound the river at all 
points of the river channel. The current was 
so strong and swift I could not use a boat. 
I souadtd the river at eight different places 
between the point opposite Thirteenth street 
and its mouth. The banks just above the 
mouth of the American river were from eight 
to ten feet high, and my pole being only fif­ 
teen feet in length I could not reach the bot­ 
tom. I measured the length of the bars by 
stepping them off. The only thing I had to 
measure with was a foot rule and a pole. To 
make exact measurements of the cubical con­ 
tents of a sand bank yon would have to nse 
surveyors instruments. My measurements 
were made daring the rise of the water. The 
river raised four feet during the r¡3e. I meas­ 
ured these bars in August last to ascertain the 
amount of debris they contained. 
E. J. CROLT 
Sworn—I am of tho firm of Carle & Croly, 
contractors. YVe had the contract for the 
closing of the Lovdall break. We also had 
the contract of pumping the water out of the 
city last winter. YVe had eight China pumps 
at work on the Y-street leveo near the 
drainage canal, and pumped on an average 
20,000,000 gallons per day for forty-nine days. 
YVe started the pumps on the 9th of February. 
There was considerable back water below Y 
street from the Mesick and Fern bi eaks. Burns 
slough rises in the northeastern ipart of the 
city, runs southwesterly and passes though Y 
street at Eighteenth street. The ground 
water, as attested by excavations, rises and 
falls with the ri-e and fail of the river. Cess­ 
pools and vaults are usually dry in Septem­ 
ber and. October. YVe have made a great 
many excavations iu the city. The sand ob­ 
served at the Lovdall break waa coar.-e black 
sand, something like this sample [Henley, 
Iso. 7], 
Cross-examination (by A. P. Catlio)—We 
made a contract with the city for pumping 
out the water on the 1st day of February, 
1881, I don’t think any of the water within 
the city came from the 
• 
FERN OR MESICK BREAKS. 
At one time the water was two and a 
half feet higher south of the Y-street levee 
than within the city. Tho water expause 
within the "ity was chiefly within the area 
bounded by R, Ninth, Y and Front streets. 
Ia one place it extended as far north as M 
street. It covered, to the best.of my recol­ 
lection, about thirty blocks. Burns siougli 
collects Us water from the watershed east of 
the city, extendiog to Brighton. There were 
very heavy rains at that time. At times it 
would rain very heavily for an hour or so. 
In making excavations for the foundations of 
buildings, we go to the depth cf from eighteen 
to thirty inches. When the river is high 
these excavations will be filled with water. 
Thera ia a small lake between Y and Rstreet, 
and another near the City Cemetery, that 
formerly served as a portion of the drainage 
canal. • 
JOHN RIDER, 
Sworn—I have lived on the American river, 
about three-fourths of a mile from Rabel’s 
tannery, for a great many years. My place 
is opposite Eighteenth street. I own the land 
between Fourteenth and Twentieth streets, 
north of the levee. I have been cultivating 
that land since 1856. Rabel’s tannery is 
about on a line with Twenty-seventh etreet. 
The water broke through the levee in two 
places during the flood of 1862. The highest 
water in 1862 on my place was about one foot, 
and tbe old A street leveo stood intact and 
dry. In 1881 th» water was eight feet higher 
than it was in 1802. I dug a well in 1856—24 
feet to water. Now the water is less than 16 
fse , s owing a deposit of eight feet in the 
river. Tae old ,A.ntreat levee was entirely 
dry in the flood of 1862, and afforded a place 
for keeping st ck during hich water. 
Cross-examination (by A. P. Catlic)—There 
were perhaps 150 head of cattle kept on the 
A-street levee for some time. The flood of 
1862 first broke in at Thirty-first street, and 
afterwards at Rabei’a tannery. The land 
near my house was covered to about one 
foot in depth ; in other places on my farm it 
was deeper. In 1SS1 the water was much 
higher there then in 1862. In 1881 the north 
levee remained unbroken. The water camo 
up against the uorth levee within 2i f»et of 
its top. During the wiuter my wall is foil of 
water. In tbe summer tima the water rises 
in the well to the bight of 16 feet. 
E. G. BOBISSOS, 
Recalled (to Mr. CadwalaJer)—This sample 
(No. 5) is taken from a, mine one mile directly 
north of Iowi Hill. It is what is called blua 
gravel. I took the sample myself, and it is 
au average of tbe bank. Sample No. 4 is 
taken from the Independence Hill mine, and 
is an average sample of the bank of that 
mine. 
Cross-examination (by A. P. O&tiin)—Inde­ 
pendence Hill is about half a mile from 
Iowa Hill. These samples were taken from 
that portion of the bank iu each mine which 
I con.-idered an average. Some portions of 
the material of the mine differ ia color from 
others. 
j. w. WATT 
Sworn—I have been City Tapper since 1870. 
My duties are to tend all the tapping, lay all 
new pipes, look after the repair-", anil have a 
general supervision of all the water mains 
and pipes outside of the engine-room. I re­ 
member one oecasion when the suction pipe 
filled at its lower end with sand and sedi­ 
ment. That was about 1871 or 1872. The 
engineer woke me up in the night. The 
pumps were stepped ; we could get no water, 
YVe went to the river and commenced raising 
the suction pipes. After we raised them four 
or five feet we got water. The American 
river was up at that time. The water has 
been growing muddier and d'rtier every year 
since 1870. Tbs water this season, since 
along in June, has been comparatively clear. 
The pipes fill up rap:d'y_ with mud. Have 
seen three and four-inch p’pes filled up threa- 
fourths full. Have also seen larger pipes 
nearly filled with mud. 
The mud that 
settles in the pipes near the works is heavier 
than that deposited farther up town. The 
Eipes have frequently to be blown off. 
luring high water we endesvor to clean 
out the pipes every three or four weeks. 
YYhen we clean out tho pipes we find im­ 
mense quantities cf mud and sand. Have 
known one hydrant to blow off a wagon-load 
of Band ia less than thirty minutes. At one 
time there was a bar formed near the suction 
pipe. We employed the steamer Dover to 
cut it away. 
Cross-examination (to Mr. Catlin)—The 
time when the suctioD pipe was choked or 
tilled up wa3 during the first part of the win­ 
ter. I judged the sand to come from the 
American river, from the fact that the Sacra­ 
mente river had not at that time raised. The 
time the steamer Dover was engaged cutting 
away the bar was during the summer of 1876 
or 1877. I don’t know anything about the 
Spring Y’alley YVater YVorka. 
L. F. BASSETT 
Sworn—I am a civil engineer and surveyor. 
I hold the position of City Surveyor of Sac­ 
ramento. On the 7ch and S.h of this month 
I made a survey of the American river from 
RooDey’s ranch to its mouth. At that time 
there was twenty feet difference between the 
surface of the water at the foot of K street 
and the surface of the water at Rooney’s. 
The water if raised cue foot higher than high- 
water mark of 1881 would cover the Sacra­ 
mento and Placerviile Railroad and the 
YYTestern Pacific Railroad, and cover a vsst 
area beyond Florin, and also would come 
through the city by the way of Burns slough. 
This profile I made by the direction of the 
Board of Trustees of this city, and I was re­ 
quested to appear in this Court with the same. 
It is correct iu all particulars. 
Cross-examination (by A. P. Catlin)—[Wit- 
ne-s explained the entire survey.] I was on 
the levee during the high waters of 1889 and 
1881 and set stakes, eo I know I have the 
right hight for comparison. The north levee 
does not run as far as Rooney’s ranch. This 
levee during the last two or three miles, near 
Brighton, will average from fifteen to twenty 
feet in hight. Its hight nearer the city is 
from twelve to fifteen feet. 
Attorney-General Hart—We will close onr 
case at this point, with the understanding 
that we will have a right to introduce more 
testimony Monday morning, if we think it 
advisable.

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Secretary H iafne and Affair* in Chile an d 
P ern. 
W ashington, December 11th.—The of­ 
ficial dispatches containing the instructions 
given our Ministers to Peru and Chile last 
summer are furnished for publication by the 
Secretary of State, with the approval of the 
President. 
On May 9th Secretary Blaine wrote Min­ 
ister Christiancy at Lim a: “ If the Calderon 
Government is supported by tho character 
and intelligence of Pern, and is really en­ 
deavoring to restore the constitutional gov­ 
ernment, with a view both to domestic order 
and negotiation with Chile for pence, you may 
recognize it as the existing provisional gov­ 
ernment, and render what aid yon can by ad­ 
vice and good offices to that end.” 
On Ju te 15th Secretary Blaine, iu a dis­ 
patch to Minister Hurlbut, said : “ Judging 
from the most recent dispatches from our 
Ministers, you will probably find on the part 
of the Chilean authorities in possession of 
Peru a willingness to facilitate the establish­ 
ment of the provisional government which 
has been attempted by Senor Calderon. If 
so, you will do all you properly can to en­ 
courage the Peruvians. Accept any reason­ 
able conditions and limitations with which 
th¡3 concession may be accompanied. The 
Peruviana are certainly aware of the sympa­ 
thy and interest of tbe people of the United 
States, and will, I feel confident, be prepared 
to give your representations the considera­ 
tion to which the friendly anxiety of this 
Unvernment entitles them. So far as the 
influence of the United States will go in 
Chile, it will be exerted to induce 
the Chilean Government to consent that the 
question cf possession of territory should he 
the subject of negotiation and not a condi­ 
tion precedent upon which alone the negotia­ 
tions shall commence. If, apon full knowl­ 
edge of tbe conditions, you can iuform this 
Government that Peru can devise and 
carry into practical effect a plan by 
which all the reasonable conditions of Chile 
can be met without sacrificing the integrity 
of the Peruvian territory, the Government of 
the United States would be willing to tender 
its offices towards the execution of such a 
project.” 
Secretary Blaine also, on June 15th, ad­ 
dressed a note to Minister Kilpatrick at San­ 
tiago, Chile, saying : “ la m sure the Chilean 
Government will appreciate the natural ar.d 
deep interest which the United States feels in 
the termination of a conditiou so calamitous 
in its consequences to >h? best interests of all 
che South American republics. It also knows 
that if at any time the interposition of gocd 
offices can contribute to a restoration of 
friendly relations between the belligerent 
powers, they will, upon proper intimation, be 
promptly offered. At this day, when the 
right of the people to govern themselves—the 
fundamental basis of republican institutions— 
is so widely recognized, there is nothing more 
difficult or more dangerous than the forced 
transfer of territory, carrying with it an in­ 
dignant and hostile population, and nothing 
but necessity, proven before the world, can 
justify it. It is not a case ia which the 
power desiring the territory can ba accepted 
as a safe or impartial judge. YVhile 
the United States Government 
does 
not 
proceed 
to 
express an opinion 
whether or not tbe annexation of territory 
is a necessary consequence of this war, it be­ 
lieves it would be more honorable to the 
Chilean Government, more conducive to the 
security of permanent peace, aud more in 
consonance with those principles which are 
professed by all the republics of America, 
that such territorial changes should be avoid­ 
ed Es far as possible ; that they should never 
be the result of mere force, hut if necessary, 
should be decided and tempered by a full 
and equal discussion between all powers 
whose people and whose national interests 
ave involved. An effort, and an apparently 
very earnest and honest one, has been 
made to create a provisional government, 
which shall gradually restore order and the 
reign of law; but it is obvious that for such 
a Government to succeed in obtaining the 
confidence cf either its own or the for­ 
eign powers, it must be allowed freedom 
and force cf action, which cannot 09 exer­ 
cised while Chile holds absolute possession, 
end governs by military authority. This 
Government, therefore, has hem glad to learn 
from it3 Minister in Chile that ihe Chilean 
authorities havedecided to give their support 
to Sacor Calderon to establish on a steady 
footing a provisional g.verameut in Peru. 
Yon will, as far as you can do so with pro­ 
priety and without officious intrusion, ap­ 
prove and encourage this disposition 011 the 
part of th? Chilean Government, and this 
Department wili ba exceedingly gnriified if 
jour influence, as a representative of the 
United States, will be instrumental in 
inducing the Government cf Chile to 
give its aid and 
support 
to 
the 
restoration of a regnlsr constitutional 
government ia Peru, ar.d to postpone 
the settlement of all questions of territorial 
annexation to diplomatic negotiations, which 
can be resumed with the certainty of a just, 
frieualy and sativfactory conclusion. In any 
representation which you will make, you will 
say that the hope of the United States is 
that the negotiations for peace will be con­ 
ducted, sud a final settlement between the 
two countries be determined, without either 
side invoking the aid or intervention of any 
Enropean power. Tho Government of the 
United States seeks only to perform the cffice 
of a friend to all parties in lh!3 unhappy 
conflict between the South American repub­ 
lic», and it will regret lo be compelled to con- 
eider how far that feeling might be effected 
aud more active interposition furced upon it 
by any attempted complication of this ques­ 
tion with European policies. If at Any titeo 
you shall judge it expedient and advantageous 
to read this dispatch to tpe Minister of For­ 
eign Affair?, ycu ere authorized to do so. 
The decision on this point is left to your 
discretion.'’

P ittsburg (Pa.), Drcember 10.h,—The 
news is received of a terrible and shocking 
holocaust which occurred at Ruck Cut, seven 
miles from this city, this morning abont 3 
o’clock, by which sixteen men were burned to 
death and a large number fatally burned, 
Tho fire occurred ic a boardir.g-houso, in 
whioh nearly fifty workmen employed at the 
Davis Island dam were boarding. 
(SECOND DISPATCH.1 
_ Pittsburg, Dectmber 10th.—This morn* 
ipc s horror txceeds atythiug in tfiis vicinity 
since the collision on Twenty-eight street, 
between Second and Third. Á frame board­ 
ing-house, located on the line of the Pittsburg 
ana Like Lrie Railroad, sotm seven miles 
below this city, was set on tire by tho explo* 
sion of a lamp, arid of f*-rty persons known 
to be eleeping there only twenty-four escaped 
alive, and even they were more or lesa 
burned, and not one of them succeeded in 
saving his clothes, so rapid was the progress 
of tbe flames. Tho others were literally 
roasted to death without the possi­ 
bility of an fffort being made to re­ 
move them. Tbe building in which tha 
fire occurred, as stated above, was located 
abm t seven miles from the city, at a placo 
called Cut Rock, was owned by Martin 
Joice, the contractor, but was under the 
management of Mr. Kowr>, a boarding-house 
keeper. It was thirty feet wide and fifty 
feet in length, and constructed cf boardá 
put upon end. It had a roof with a very 
steed pitch, and tho loft fora.ad by tha 
sloping roof was the place in which tlie 
laborers were hnddlrd for the night. Ia the 
lower story wan tha dlniog-rom:, aud at the 
endof the building was the kitchen. Thestnirs 
leading to the left wire littie better than a 
ladder, and were located just at the side of 
the door leading from the dining-room to the 
kitchen. In tbe loft bucks were arranged, 
but the only lights which penetrated it were 
two windows without glass, but which were 
clos’d at night with sliding cioore, o as to 
keep out tha chill night air. Into this dark 
loft some forty-tbrcs men were supposed to 
have slept last night. At least that number 
were at supper last evening, and none 
were reported away when the hour fur retir­ 
ing came. The origin cf the flames, which 
wrought such terrible destruction to human 
life, aud which caused such agony to those 
who escaped from the duith trap, was tbe 
upsetting and explosion of a kerosene oil 
lamp.' 
Tee story, as t'ld by an eye-witness of the 
tire, was substantially as íoiiow» : Between. 
2 aud 3 o’clock this morning McKowc, tha 
boarcing-houss keeper, arose and kindled 
tbe kitchen fire, and left the lighted lamp 
on a table near the door lead :g to the 
dining-room, aud wont to arouse his wife 
and servant girls. YVhile he was gone the ex­ 
plosion occurred, aud in an instrut the dining­ 
room was filled with flames. Mr. Kown erm- 
ceeded in escaping with fiis wife and girls, 
but could Dot do more than call upon those 
up stairs to escape for their lives. Ir. another 
moment the flames had enveloped the stair­ 
way, thus cutting off the means of escape foe 
the doomed men above, except through the 
emali openings at either end, and from these 
tbe sliding doors had to be removed. 
Terrific B oiler Explosion. 
P ittsburg, December ICtb.—A boiler bnrst 
in the Keystone rolling mill, killing one and 
wounding ten men. Tfiere were 350 employee 
in the mill, and there was a frightful scene 
of excitement. It was a wonder that more 
were not killed. Pieces of the boiler went

THE 
AHSTP.IAN 
DEATH-TRAP. 


As fuller accounts of the dreadful occur­ 
rence at Vienna come to hand it becomes 
more evident that the whole affair was the 
legitimate consequence of the most amaz­ 
ing and almost systematic stupidity and 
incompetency. 
The King Theater seems 
to have been constructed in complete an­ 
tagonism to every lesson of experience and 
every dictate of reason. 
It contained 
everything that a theater ought not to 
have. 
The passage ways leading to the 
various parts of the auditorium were nar­ 
row, crooked and intricate. All the doors 
opened inward—a capital defect. No pro­ 
vision was made against panics. 
When 
the alarm was given the gas was turned 
off, as if to deprive the audience of their 
last hope of escape. In fact they were 
caught like rats in a trap. 
The fire de­ 
partment of Vienna, as a matter of course, 
was utterly useless. 
There is nothing sur­ 
prising in that, for there is not a city of 
importance on the whole continent of 
Europe which possesses a competent fire 
department. That of Paris is ridiculous. 
That of Berlin is equally so. 
That of 
Vienna has just been proved a complete 
failure. 
It is only in England that any 
attention has been paid to this subject, 
and though the London fire department 
is considered a wonderful 
system by 
untraveled Englishmen, 
it 
is enough 
to 
say 
of 
it 
that 
it 
will 
not 
stand comparison for a moment with 
that of San Francisco. 
In Vienna they 
brought the customary hand engines, which 
squirt water about as forcibly as a Sacra­ 
mento garden hose, to the fire at the Bing 
Theater. 
As it was, the destruction of life 
had probably occurred so rapidly that 
nothing could have saved the majority of 
the sufferers. 
People suffocate and crush 
one another in these cases, and their fran­ 
tic struggles insure their doom. 
It now 
appears probable that more than fifty per 
cent, of the entire audience, or at least one 
thousand people, have perished. 
Nothing 
to compare with this disaster in magnitude 
or horror has occurred since the burning of 
the cathedral at Santiago some ten or 
twelve years _ago, but the Vienna caséis 
very much the worse of the two. 
Of 
course there is to be a “ searching investi- 
“ gation.” 
They always 
follow some 
monumental illustration of human folly, 
willfulness and criminal negligence. 
Bat 
the Government can hardly escape censure 
here, for it is perfectly clear that such a 
building as the Ring Theater never ought 
to have been licensed, and it never would 
have been had there been any intelli­ 
gent supervision in such matters. 
It 
is 
natural 
under 
the 
circumstances 
that the Viennese should call for the 
closing of all the remaining theaters until 
they have been so altered as to be easy of 
ingress and egress. 
And while the subject 
is fresh in tbe general mind, it might be 
well to inquire how many American thea­ 
ters are demonstrably better off than the 
Vienna death-trap in these matters. 
Is 
there a theater in San Francisco, besides 
the old California, which has any effective 
provisions against panic or fire ? As a rule 
nearly all our theaters are built, like the 
RiDg Theater, in the center of the block, 
and any theater so built is exposed to very 
great danger, because the auditorium is 
necessarily a long way from the street, and 
also because a fire may occur between it 
and the street. 
In fact, if American thea­ 
ters are not as recklessly built as that in 
Vienna, there are many of them which are 
probably very little safer, nor perhaps can 
we expect any gereral reform in this re­ 
spect until we have had a catastrophe of 
our own. 
Our architects would probably 
consider it beneath them to take a lesson 
from “ effete ” Europe, 


The Adin Argus, of a recent date, in 
speaking of the Hayden Hill mine sale to 
London parties, says that the mining ex­ 
pert who examined them panned a little 
dirt from one of the mines, and said a ton 
of such dirt was worth §100,000, and found 
plenty of dirt that was worth from §1 to 
§4 a pound. 
. 


The San Francisco Board of Trade has 
adopted a memorial to Congress, recom­ 
mending legislation on behalf of the ship­ 
ping interest of the country. 
The memo­ 
rial is long, and the propositions embraced 
ia it numerous. 
The most important of 
them are : the removal of all customs du­ 
ties from material to be used in the con- 
stiuction of ship3 ; the granting of postal 
subsidies to steamship lines ; the removal 
of the annual tax of 30 cents per ton from 
American shipping ; the enactment of leg­ 
islation forbidding any ship, except under 
American colors, to bring a cargo to the 
United States except from ports of the 
country to which the ship belongs ; the 
enactment of a law placing decreased duties 
on certain articles when imported in Amer­ 
ican ships. 
These two last suggestions the 
Board admits to be so radical that they 
would probably produce retaliatory lega­ 
tion abroad, and therefore they are only 
recommended as a last resort. 
The repeal 
of the navigation laws is also proposed, 
bat not unless or until the preceding 
legislation 
shall 
have 
been 
tried 
and found 
inadequate. 
It 
will 
be 
seen from this abstract of the Board’s 
recommendations to Congress that it has 
brought together a number of scarcely 
compatible economic principles, and has 
succeeded in making a 
very 
curious 
mixture of free trade and protection. 
The 
propositions to remove the duties on the 
materials used ia ship-building, and to 
repeal the Navigation laws, are both prac­ 
tical and sound. 
We do not, however, 
understand what the Board means by first 
recommending postal subsidies, and then 
saying, “ We repel the idea of subsidy in 
“ this connection.” They propose “ the es- 
“ tablishment of ocean postal routes to be 
“ carried by first-class steamships, ” ‘ ‘a libe- 
“ ral compensation to be paid such estab- 
“ lished lines under a general law authoriz- 
“ ing the Postmaster-General tq make ten or 
“ twenty-year contracts for the carriage of 
“ mails to important maritime ports.” If 
this is not subsidy, what is it ’ 
The Board, however, does not appear to 
perceive that while it would be a good 
thing to remove the duties from the ma­ 
terial used in ship-building, the removal of 
those duties could not alone restore the 
country’s merchant marine. 
For even if it 
were possible to bnild Bhips in the United 
States as cheaply as on the Clyde, it would 
still be necessary to find cargoes for them. 
No doubt a certain amount of transport­ 
ation could be secured in the carriage of 
wheat to Europe, but in order to restore 
our foreign trade we must be able to put 
all our manufactures on the markets of tbe 
world in competition with foreign manu­ 
factures. 
Now at the present time the 
only exportg which can be relied on in this 
connection are our cereals. 
All other 
products of American industry are effect­ 
ually excluded from foreign markets by the 
tariff. 
It follows 
consequently that if 
ships are built they can only obtain such 
trade as consists in carrying our raw products 
to the ports where those products are in 
demand ; and these ports are comparatively 
few in number. 
The Board of Trade fails 
to realize that freedom of trade abroad is 
necessary to the building up of a powerful 
and extensive merchant marine. 
Or per­ 
haps it has perceived this, and thinks to 
meet the requirement by its postal subsidy 
suggestion. 
But the postal subsidy scheme 
cannot effect the purpose. 
All it can do is 
to enable American ships to carry the mails 
to places where they would not otherwise 
have gone because there was no profit in 
the business.. 
' 
• 
What the country really needs is that 
her manufacturers Bhould be enabled to 
compete with those of England in foreign 
markets, and this can never be done while 
the cost of production here is from 30 to 
40 per 
cent, higher than 
in 
Great 
Britain, 
The San Francisco Board of 
Trade should have made reduction of the 
tariff its first and most important recom­ 
mendation. 
With such a reduction, not 
merely on the materials of ship-building, 
but upon all that enters into the manu­ 
facture of our staples, and with free ship­ 
building, the restoration of American ship­ 
ping would be assured. The two things 
necessarily go together, however, and it is 
impossible to separate them without ren­ 
dering abortive whatever efforts are made 
to revive the merchant shipping interest. 
When the report wa3 being discussed Mr. 
C. T. Hopkins opposed the memorial from 
a high tariff standpoint, alleging that if the 
duties on ship-building material were re­ 
moved, all the ship-builders would buy 
English iron, and so the American rolling 
mills would be ruined. 
Mr. Hopkins dots 
not seem to have reflected that through the 
the adoption of a contrary policy the ship- 
buiding interest has already been ruined, 
but no matter what effect the removal of 
the duties could or might have upon the 
iron trade, the equities of the case as re­ 
gards the shipping interest are the same. 
We do not believe that what Mr. Hopkin9 
predicts would take place, however. 
This 
has been the cry of the protected interests 
from the first, and it is a false pretense. 
The presumption is that American mill­ 
o wners could compete with the foreign man­ 
ufacturers if the present protective imposts 
were removed. 
Certainly it is obligatory 
on them to demonstrate the contrary when 
they insist that another and equally' impor-' 
tant interest shall be kept in a paralyzed 
condition for their sole benefit. 
As to the radical protective measures 
proposed by the Board of Trade, the very 
apprehension that they would invite retali­ 
atory legislation is enough to condemn 
them, since if England, France and Ger­ 
many were to follow suit, and exclude 
American ships from their ports, Congress 
might legislate till Doomsday without being 
able to restore the merchant marine of the 
country. 
W hat our merchants and ship­ 
builders want is rather more freedom for 
themselves than more restriction upon for­ 
eigners. 
And it is time to point out that 
the advocates of Protection will soon have 
to remodel their arguments, since they 
cannot be permitted to assert, in tbe same 
breath, first tbat the resources and capabil­ 
ities of the country are boundless, and, 
second, that the nation is so feeble as to 
require artificial props to all its struggling 
industries. 
Either we are able to stand 
alone, or we are n o t; but we cannot be at 
tbe same time both vigorous and feeble, 
and one or the other of these positions will 
have to be taken definitively by our friends 
the high tariff men. 
On the whole the 
memorial of the San Francisco Board of 
Trade exhibits a strange confusion of 
theories, but it is probable that with a little 
more Btudy the Board may bring itself to a 
clearer and more consistent view of the re­ 
quirements of the situation. 


GORHAM 
AND 
RIDDLEBEBGER. 


Gorham has written and published a 
letter to Mahone assuring the latter that 
President Arthur desires the success of 
Kiddleberger in his Senatorial aspirations. 
Among the many humiliating consequences 
of the Mahone bargain the necessity of 
admitting Gorham to the innermost coun­ 


cils of the party must have been the most 
galling. 
We have from the first expressed 
the opinion tbat the gams never wa3 worth 
the candle, as regarded the Virginia case, 
and that the Republican leaders had done 
their party a great wrong in committing it 
through the Mahone bargain to the support 
and approval of repudiation. 
It now ap­ 
pears that Mahone is firmly resolved to in­ 
sist upon his bond, and that though the 
attitude of Senator David Davis upon the 
retention of the present Senate officers has 
made it impossible to carry out the com­ 
pact so far as Gorham’s claim is concerned, 
the 
Virginia demagogue fully intends 
to hold the President and the party to 
their agreement respecting Riddleberger. 
President Arthur must, we should think, 
find it extremely disagreeable to have his 
alleged purposes heralded forth by George 
Gorham in this way, however. 
The peo- 
ple'have not forgotten that the late Secre­ 
tary of the Senate and present editor of 
the Washington Republican was the most 
impudent, indecent and shameless abuser 
of President Garfield, and that he was the 
brazen mouthpiece of the Star Route 
RiDg. 
That such a man should now 
attitudinize as the confidential friend and 
special interpreter of the Administration 
cannot but shock and revolt the public 
generally. 
We hope most sincerely that 
Gorham has in this case abused the indul­ 
gence of the President, and that his letter 
had no further authority than his own 
lawless impudence. 
For no Administra­ 
tion can afford to have such an exponent, 
or permit sueh an oue to assume a relation 
to it which could only be due to proved 
desert and unblemished integrity. 


INSGLTING 
THE WITNESSES. 


In Judge Cox’s Court at Washington 
there ia at present no protection accorded 
the witnesses or any one else. 
The Judge 
sits apathetically on the bench and allows 
Guiteau to apply the most abusive epithets 
to every one on the witness stand ; to call 
them “ liars,” “ whelps,” “ scoundrels,” 
“ dirty dogs,” and whatever his beastly 
imagination suggests, and no ford of re­ 
buke or protest is uttered. 
Now, however 
effective Guitean’s outrageous conduct may 
be with the jury, it is certainly the duty 
of the Court to protect the witnesses, and 
to maintain decorum. 
Guiteau is guilty of 
contempt of Court fifty times a day, but it 
must be confessed that the country is be­ 
ginning to share in this contempt. 
There 
is no possible excuse or defense for the 
passivity of the Judge in this respect. 
He 
may not care for his own professional dig­ 
nity or that of the tribunal over which he 
presides, but he Í3 bound to shield the 
witnesses who are compelled to appear, 
from gross and gratuitous insults, and be 
has thus far scandalously neglected his 
duty in the premises. 
No conceivable mo­ 
tive or end can justify the action of the 
Court in permitting the ruffianly prisoner 
to misconduct himself ss he is doing, and 
even though the jury should find Guiteau 
guilty of murder in the-- first degree with­ 
out leaving the box, the discredit of the 
trial will remain, an ineffaceable stain upon 
our judicial administration. 


THE 
GOVERNMENT 
OF 
ALASKA. 


Senator Sherman appears to have in­ 
troduced a very sensible bill for the gov­ 
ernment of Alaska. 
The idea is to provide 
the Territory with enough officials to ad­ 
minister justice, and no more. 
It would 
indeed be absurd to give Alaska a reg­ 
ular Territorial Government at present, 
and possibly it may not need such a sys­ 
tem for fifty years. 
Settlement there will 
be slow, and it would be most unjustifiable 
to make a “ rotten borough” of it, merely 
to create a few more offices for spoils-hunt­ 
ers. 
What is needed is a single Court, 
with both civil and criminal jurisdiction, 
a Collector, and such simple magisterial 
arrangements as are suggested by the ex­ 
isting state of affairs. 
The colony there is 
small, and promises to remain so for some 
time. All it needs is protection against 
the Indians on the one hand, and against 
white knaves on the other. 
With such 
provision as Senator Sherman’s bill makes 
the Territory will no doubt be well con­ 
tented for at least the space of a genera­ 
tion. 


A NOVEL 
EXCUSE.

Mr. Lawrence Clark, who was summoned 
to appear before the Superior Court of Ama­

X 
recollect being a small boy in the United Stales of 
America, Bovina, Delaware county, State of New 
York ; and I recollect going to England, from Eng­ 
land to Scotland, and from Scotland back to Amer­ 
ica again. I am an American citizen to the best r,f 
my know ledge and belief. I have been a legal voter 
in the State of New York, and voted for a number 
of Presidents. I u«ed to vote the Whig ticket. X 
was admitted to the board independent of birth. I 
don’t know where I was born. There was not am- 
rcgister of our family's births in the house of Will­ 
iam Clark. I don’t think there were any births to 
register. William Clark is said to have been an 
unick, and did not have any children. I recollect of 
the woman in the hcu.e where I was raised from 
small boy telling me that I was her son by lawful 
marriage betwixt one man and-one woman, and my 
father was king of Groat Britain, and I was his 
only son. She did not have any of tbe rest of the 
family hut nie. She said that William Clark was a 
man without seed, and was not my father. She also 
told me that I was not horn in the house of royalty, 
and that I came from America. There was anothci 
woman in the house who afterwards said what the 
first woman said \tns all true. She also said that 
she was the woman that was in the house at Chajiel- 
bank, Scotland, when I went into the house at 
Chapelha ik, Scotland. She also said I came from 
America. 1 kuow- 1 was in America previous to 
that date. I don’t know where 1 was bom. I hold 
to the transfiguration of my spirit; my spirit was 
myself. My religious belief is that there is a heaven 
and there is a hell, and that there is a middle state 
on the earth. I believe the spirit or soul after it 
leaves the body at death may go to heaven, and the 
spirit of some may go to hell; ami I believe that 
some do not go to heaven or he!!, but transfigures 
and lives a second life en earth.

THE 
DEBRIS QUESTION. 


Proposed Bill of Representative 
Page. 


[8PECIAL ET TELEGRAPH TO THE RECORD-UXION.l 


Washington, December 11th.—Congressman Page 
will next Tuesday introduce in the Home of Repre­ 
sentatives the following self-explanatory bill on the 
subject of mining debris: 
W hereas, A contest exists in the Courts of the 
State of California between a portion of the agri­ 
cultural community and the mining industry of that 
State, by reason of the assertion by tbe miners of 
the right to work their mines by tbe hydraulic and 
other procesees, which have been continuously in 
use since the discovery of the precious metals on the 
Pacific coast, which rights and use have been sanc­ 
tioned by the laws and common usage during the 
past¿ thirty yeara or m ore; and, whereas, these 
rights and common customs are net disputed by the 
owners of lands in the valleys below the mines, 
a large amount of which have been injured by the 
depth ef tailings or debris from the m ines; end 
whereas, a large portion of the agricultural lands of 
said State are in danger of destruction from the re­ 
sults of said hydraulic mining, and towns and cities 
on the banks of the streams affected by the debris 
are being destroyed; and whereas, the agricultural 
interests of California, the first wheat-producing 
State of the Union, as well as the labor of our farm­ 
ers, are being destroyed by the debris covering up 
their fields, gardens and homes; and whereas, the 
results of years of toil are thus imperilled, and fam­ 
ilies and communities threatened with impoverish­ 
ment ; and whereas, the harbor of San Francisco is 
being shoaled bjT deposits of mining debris, and it is 
only a question of time when serious consequences 
therefrom may impede the national commerce of 
that important harbor; and whereas, the State of 
California 
asserts 
the 
right 
to control the 
rivers of the State under a plea that mining opera­ 
tions are damaging them ; and, whereas, one or two 
of the counties of the State, and one of the incor­ 
porated towns, have also asserted rights hoetile to 
the mining industry ; and, where-®, the State of Cali­ 
fornia, through ite Legislature, some two years since 
enacted a law to provide for drainage, having for its 
object a cure of the evils complained o f; and, 
whereas, the Supreme Court of the State has 
recently 
decided 
that 
the 
State 
had 
no 
such power, thus leaving the contest between the 
conflicting interests to continue; and, whereas, this 
contest, which is now pending in the State 
and Federal Courts, 
involving vast interests, 
will continue 
unless 
remedial 
measures 
are 
taken by the General Government, which can 
alone 
grapple 
with 
these 
issues 
by insti­ 
tuting a system of public works; and, whereas, 
the present contest, if continued, will lond to serious 
results, prejudicial in many ways to the best inter­ 
ests of the nation at large; and, whereas, the Con­ 
gress of the United States has, by various enact­ 
ments extending through a long series of years, en­ 
couraged and fostered the mining industry by the 
reservation of its mineral lands from sale, except 
for mining purposes, and also by specially providing 
for the protection of water rights, reservoirs and 
rights of way for canals for water used in the mines, 
as well as for the U3e of timber upon public lands 
for the same purpose, and has also charged the 
miners double the price for mineral lands it has 
charged 
agriculturists for farming lands; and, 
whereas, by reason of such encouragement and 
fostering influence the mining industry on the 
Pacific coast has attained enormous proportions, 
in 
which industrious 
citizens 
have invested 
their means to the extent of 
at least two 
hundred million dollars, which investment is^n 
jeopardy, and is at present seriously embarrassed by 
legal complications; and whe.~eas, through this 
mining industry in California alone not less than 
twelve hundred millions of dollars in gold has been 
extracted from the earth, which sustained the na­ 
tion in its time of trouble, as well as influenced for 
our benefit all financial, commercial and other pur­ 
suits and industries; and whereas, the largeet known 
gold deposit in the world, estimated to c- 11 tain at 
least three thousand millions of dollars, is con­ 
tained in the auriferous gravel channel in the State 
of California, which can only be extracted by the 
modes and usages in operation during the past 
thirty years, and out of which is taken yearly at 
least thirteen millions of dollars out of a total 
yearly gold product of nineteen millions; and 
whereas, this yearly product will continue for 
the 
next 
one 
hundred 
years or 
more, if 
this gold producing interest is properly protected 
and cared for by the General Government, but which 
is now seriously embarrassed by conflicting interests; 
and, whereas, it is believed that a proper system of 
engineering works (not expensive when the va»t in­ 
terests at stake are considered) can be constructed 
by the General Government without injury to any 
interest, but with benefit to all, by which the mines 
can continue to be worked without detriment to the 
agricultural interests, and thus keep up the yearly 
supply of gold, so essential to our prosperity ; and, 
whereas, the gold which it will pay to mine by 
any known process is quite limited, and the agri­ 
cultural area practically unlimited ; and, whereas, 
the policy of our Government is now, and has been, 
to protect and foster in* all ways the production of 
the 
precious 
metals 
and 
the 
mining 
in­ 
dustries connected therew ith; and, whereas, it is 
believed that the settlement of the grave issues 
which have arisen in the State of California, as to 
the physical features of that State and the location 
of the mines, is peculiarly under the province of 
the General Governmeut, which has reaped such 
vast benefits from the mining interests in that State, 
and to harmonize these interests, which it is confi­ 
dently stated by our most able scientists and engi­ 
neers can be done by the construction of proper 
works at the expense of the General Government; 
therefore 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre­ 
sentatives of the United States of America, in Con­ 
gress assembled, that the sum of 8500,000 be and 
the same is hereby appropriated out of any mouey 
in 
the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
for the purpose of making such improvements 
or works, under direciion and supervision of the 
Secretary of War as he may see fit, for the improve­ 
ment of the Sacramento, Yuba, Feather and Ameri­ 
can rivers and their tributaries, so as to protect 
them from overflow from the debris and the filling 
up of said rivers, and for the removal of the depos­ 
its of debris*that now impede navigation, and also 
to prevent the destruction of lands and property 
adjacent to said rivers, and to protect the harbor of 
San Francisco from further injury from said cause.

Coroner á I nquest,—Saturday evenicg, 
about half-past 9 o’clock, a pistol shot was 
heard by residente near the piaza. Upon in­ 
quiry the cause could not be ascertained. 
Yesterday morning, however, about 8 o’clock 
a man named Miller attracted the attention 
of Deputy Sheriff George Newbert to a man 
lying in the plaza, about half way bet weeD 
the fountain and the entrance at Ninth and 
I streets, and a few steps south of the walk 
leading from the gate to the fountain, and 
stated that the man had been lying 
there all the morning without having 
moved. The two went over to see 
what could be the cause. A revolver was 
found lying near him, and a buUet-hole was 
found in the light side of the head, and ex­ 
actly opposite was found another hole where 
the bullet had passed out, showing that it 
had passed entirely through the head. A box 
was found upon the body of the deceased 
nearly full of cartridges. Word was imme­ 
diately sent to Coroner Vermilya, and the 
body removed to the Morgue, where it was 
viewed by many persona yesterday. An in­ 
quest was held last evening, at which 
the remains were fully identified ae thci»8 of 
William Williams, a native of England, aged 
about 33 years. He had been employed by 
George A. Dockstader f >r the pa3t twenty 
months, is said to have been temperate in his 
habits, and never was addicted to liquor. 
For some time past deceased had not been in 
tbe best of health, which may have had 
something to do with the matter. It wa3 ru­ 
mored on the street, but the rumor could not 
fce traced to any reliable source, that deceased 
had been a lover of a very talented young 
lady of one of our northern towns ; that the 
young lady was recently married, since which 
time deceased had been despondent, and that 
this was the canse of the sudden termination 
of his life. The Coroner’s jury, after hearing 
the evidence and viewing the body, returned 
a verdict that death was caused by a gunshot 
wound inflicted by the hand of deceased, with 
suicidal intent.

REGISTRATION, 
E ds. R ecord-LTnion : The Board of Su­ 
pervisors at their last meeting adopted tbe 
following resolution: 
Rctolved, That in conformity with Section 1094 of 
the Political Code, all the names row on the Great 
Register of the county of Sacramento are hereby 
cancelled, and the County Clerk is directed to pro­ 
ceed under the provisions of said section to reregis­ 
ter the vo'cra of the county; and that all the 
voters of the county be requested to appear at the 
office of the County Clerk for the purpose of regis­ 
tering. 
I have not been able so far to find any law 
authorizing the Board to cancel the names on 
the Great Register by such an order. If it is 
a legal order, what will be the condition of 
the city at the next spring election? Can 
they use the old printed Registers now in use ? 
I nquirer. 
Tbe questions contained in the above are of 
vital interest, and should receive prompt at­ 
tention at the hands of those in authority. 
It has been suggested that to avoid all ques­ 
tions on the subject the Board of Supervisors 
should rescind its action at its next session, 
and make a new order at its first session in 
XIarchj requiring that the voters fce reregis­ 
tered. Thus the six months required by law 
would lapse before the genera! election, and 
there would be no legal conundrum to be 
solved by the Courts because of the cancella­ 
tion of the Great Register. The B >ard 
claimed to act under Section 1094. So far as 
it relates to the subject, it is as follows : 
There must be kept in the office of the Jounty 
Clerk of each county a Great Register. Whenever 
deemed necessary, the Board of Supervisors of ativ 
county may, by order, require a reregistration of 
the voters of said county, which said order sfiail be 
published iu at least one newspaper published in 
sail county, for not less than six¿montli8 preceding 
the next ensuing general election.—[Amendments 
of Codes 1Í77-S, p. 27.
